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HIS gentleman was the youngeſt of twelve 
children, and was born at a ton called Shelton, 
near Newcaſtle under Line, in Staffordi{hire. All the 
writers of his life are ſilent as to the date of his birth, 
but agree that he was intended for the miniſtry, to pre- 
pare him for which he was ſent to the univerſity of 
Cambridge, and entered of Jeſus College. Here, how- 
ever, he embraced principles very oppoſite to the go- 
vernment, whereby he became diſqualified for the ta- 
king orders. Soon after his quitting the Univerſity, he 
was entertained by the Earl of Orrery as his ſecretary ; 
but how long he continued in that office does not clear - 
ly appear. He ſeems indeed to have paſſed the moſt of 
his time in the country, among his friends and rela- 
tions: but whether he had any thing of an independent 
fortune, or was aſſiſted by his eldeſt brother, who had 
an eſtate of a thouſand pounds per ann. and to whom 
he conſtantly paid an annual viſit, I have not been able 
to determine, Certain, however, it is, that he was a. 
man of great - humanity and tenderneſs, and of a moſt 
affable and genteel behaviour; which qualities, joined 
ts his great good ſenſe and literary abilities, highly 
endeared him to all who knew him, and more eſpecial- 
ly to his relations, by whom he was greatly careſſed. 

His life, not being intermingled with any affairs of 
public buſineſs, was, like that of moſt ſtudious men, very 
barren of incident. It was, however, bleſſed with an 
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iv . 
uninterrupted calm, which he enjoyed till the inevi- 
table ſtroke deprived the world of him and his virtues, 
on the 13th of July 1730. He died, and was buried at 
Eaſt Hampſtead Park, near Oakingham in Berkſhire, 
leaving behind him the ſame fair reputation he had 
carried with him through life. |
